Dear Mr# Hosenfeld, 

Before I ouv; this morning's Post I had already packaged all the few press 
copies of tho enclosed brief that I'd planned, including one to George Lardner, 
who has Juiowu uo For years# I saw Ilia Donovan a voiy , <ia to-lined -taw York, 
with its understated reporting of FBI lies to a court of law# And tliat is an *irea 
of extensive experience for me* I Jiavo rarely known them net to lie, in varying 
degrees, with evasiveness, distortion, misrepresentation and obfuscation preferred 
or to o a chow perjury# Or to find u court without at least tolerance of it, oven 
when clearly felonious# I think I can say proven to be, witiiout tfefutation, felon- 
ious# In oiv&o Case, dating to 19Y5 ctnd still in court after an outrageous remand, 
dudgo J uno Green banished the special aefeftt 1 proved had lied under oath and 
sworn to the authenticity of pliony documents ( I produced both versions), but 
she did not oven expunge his perjury or his fabricated records# I wrfcte you in 
the hope tliat the Post might find such official mendacity worthy of editorial 
comment. (In sending a copy to ^eorpo while I hoped it might make a story, I did 
not expect ono but I meet ray obligation by providing information# I think that if 
you ask liim, George will toll you that over a period of close to two decades, 
while wo have not always agreed in our opinions, lie lias never found mo to be 
factually xxcorroct* ) 

In the caoo in which I filed tills on hmc petition, the FBI’s counsel lied, 
as indicated, overtly, basically and extremely prejudicially, the appeals court 
was informed of this In the briefs ^ark iynch filed for me, the lies were not 
withdrawn or apologised for and indeed, are basic in the panel's decision# 

A cherished friends, retired after a career entirely with AP, recently 
wrote to ask mo why I dovoto time to such things when I am unwell and enfeebled 
and so limited in what I can do# Hin people came Iv-re long before the; Civil War, 
but mine fled tho pogroms, and I am the first of my family to be bom hero, free 
and I tliink thereby with an inlierited dobt to repay# 2his is what I nook to do 
when I’d rather bo writing some of wliat I'll not bo abl . to live long enough 
to write* 

My personal experience with sliibboleths goes back more than 50 years, when 
my city euitor called me over to say, "don (to distingidLsh me from "boy," the 
copy boy, who was older), Mr# Dupont wouldn't like tMe." His suggestion led to 
my being a by-lino syndicated feature writer for t Yto old Philadelphia -ledger 
syndicate bofore I was 20. 

ilore wo are, tho richest, most powerful nation in history# But where are 
we going - indeed, where does history indicate we will go - if widespread 
official and judicial corruption are accepted, unroported? Where do wo deserve 
to go? What does tills do to our youth and to their and tJoo nation^ future? 

V/liat I hoar - and I've not been able to drive to Washington since 1977- 
is that since ik eagan was elected the courts are self-terrorised, in anticipation 
pf being Burgored# T^o dishonest, factually incorrect and sometimes more reprehen- 
sible decisions I've had since then t -nda to confirm this by their nature# It also 
13 reflected in even less inhibition ny the FBI and its compliant J>J counsel, all 
of whoa appear to be bucking for brownie points with the FBI. DJ counsel have 
behaved no badly that once r woman who was helping me part- tine pp.d the woman 
court reporter fled tho deposition room. Hie court reporter refused to return# 

(And I Ivivo this , under oath, in that case record., without a word from that judge. 


Counsel, however, prospered. he wao pjTomctod. An PjI clerk adept at wit-iliolcing 
and dissembling soon found himself a special agent.

They dislike me in partictxlar because 1 o nos mode th system 
work an we wore taught in school but raroly happens. Except for a comment by 
Lordner four years later, enclosed, tJv);.v> has been no mention in th.r press that 
Congress listened to one/ persistent laan. EarHor official mendacity is what 
rv.l.ly led the Ocugros s to emani the investigate!^ files <x»nraption and thus, to 
then, I, not their dishonesty, m responsive for all tliat ha.-; become public 
since, Cointelpro included* 

Is there much if anything that is really more important, more urgently 
needing fair reporting, than any manifestation of any kind of official dis- 
honesty? Is anything like this in any other area of mox’e significance to the 
nation, its present and its future, tiiat disiiohosty to or by the courts of law? 

I remember well the ‘republican outcry when l’lUi tiled to get like— mi-idcd 
judges on the 3\xpr\mo Court. The Republican have already accomplished tliis at 
t he district and appeals levels, and moet cases never get liighrr. 'The appeals 
cornet for the district of Columbia district is now ^aganitc. between tliat and 
the policies of I'd. 3 ^eptirfcment of Justice potentially ail lawyers arc now in 
jeopardy and tine public interest people confess their terror. The decision I 
address presents a great danger to lavyors and to POIA, which i? now largely 
nullified. V/o now have "packed" cohrta and people will suffer it for years.
